The meeting of the UN Security Council 
on Middle Eastern affairs is not a substi- 


tute for genuine negotiations on the issues. 


involved. Nor can the council, in good 
conasience, revise the ground rules—ihe 
earlier council resolutions—under which 
taose negotiations would take place, In fact. 
the council cannot change those rules in ἃ 
fashion that would work against the parties 
tnvolved, because council action is subject 


to veto, and a veto would certainly be in- - 


voked in such ἃ case. It must be assumed, 
therefore, that the current council session 
will be chiefly concerned with making de- 
bating points. 

This seems to have a pecullar irrelevancy 
now, when the situation In Lebanon has 
grown markedly worse, and when a round 
of warnings abont outside intervention has 
emerged from a number of capitals. Syria, 
which has an old claim against Lebanon. 
talked of moving into that country if parti- 
tion took place; Israel said it would inter- 
vene if that took place: Egypt has told Is- 
rael it would take action in such circum- 
stances and the United States has voiced 
general disapproval of all outside interfer- 
ence in Lebanese domestic concerns. 

This represents a more acute threat to 
peace than the matters that are part of 
the Security Council's old agenda for its 
special session. Moreover. it constitutes a 


challenge to the peace-Eeeping functions. of 


- the United Nations, and something with 


which the councii is empowered to: deal. 


But at the same time. a major problem ὦ 
within’ Lebanon now also lies at the root -. 
of the Arab-Israeli dispute. This is a fate - 


of the Palestinians. 

The current upsurge in Lebanese. violence 
stems from a Christian blockade of Pales- 
tinian refugee camps, just as much of the 
basic division within Lebanon bas been exa- 


cerbated by the war between the Palestin- 


fang and Israel, along Lebanon's southern 
border—the cycle of terror and reprisal, A 
solution for the Palestinian dilemma would 
not end strife in Lebanon that is motivated 
by the uneasy balance between Christian 
and Moslem, between the economically priv- 
Heged and under-privileged. But it would 
contribute to the seatch for a peacefui reso- 
lation of that strife. 

Consequently, if the rhetoric in the coun- 
cil moves toward the assumption that there 
can be an Arab Palestine and an israel co- 
existing in peace in the Middle East, If would 
be to everyone's benefit. Neither the Israelis 
nor the Palestine Liberation Organization 
presently favor such an end to the fighting. 
Nor is it easy to see, now, the procedural 
steps by which this goal can be approached. 
But it Is a basic necessity for any settlement, 
and {t should be the goal of the council 
debate. 


Italy and the CIA 


In Italy. as in Angola, current American 
operations seem 35 myopic in purpose as 
they are inept in management. The United 
States has been preparing to shovel $6 mil- 
lion into Italy’s governing political parties, 
im the same manner in which 2 pradent 
gardener might dig fertilizer into his rose 
beds. The money was to be disbursed by 
the CIA, evidently at the behest of the State 
Department in its dogged but uninspired 
campaign to keep Communists out of the 
Italian Cabinet. It is hard to think of any 
revelation that might do more harm to pre- 
cisely those forces which the State Depart- 
ment 15 trying to shore up. 

This episode is another disquieting indica- 
tion of misjudgment, on the department's 
part, of the way things have changed both 
here and abroad. Aside from any more 
elevated consideration, the administration 
has had plenty of warning that the tradi- 
tional procedures for keeping secrets have 
broken down. This latest revelation pre- 
sumably comes from someone in Congress 
who opposes the subventions. Congress is 
not only sharply at odds with the adminis- 
tration but at odds with itself as well, Some 
members. isolated and frustrated, have 
Jearned to cast vetoes through leaks and 
‘public disclosures, but a government cannot 
really afford to embark on covert opera- 
tions unless it can keep them covert. The 
Ford administration has been unable to 
work out the kind of understandings with 
Congress that protect the secrecy of these 
activities. Yet it keeps eompulstvely at- 
tempting to pursue them--even when they 
promise, at best, only trivlal benefits. 

It is not, after all, as though there were 
any great and urgent drought of political 
money in Italy. Money is 8 legitimate 
political weapon. The United States has 
apparently funneled some funds into Por- 
tugal, a country seized by economic collapse 
and political turbulence; it is entirely rea- 
sonable for the United States to provide, in 
a crisis, at least a partial counterweight to 
the aid that is flowing to the Portuguese 
Communists from the Soviet Union. By the 
same token. it was usefal for the United 
States to pump dollars into the Italian po- 
Utical system In the years after World War 
I. But since then there has been phe- 
nomenal economic growth. in Italy; the atan- 
dard of living is now in the same range as 
Britain's. The present generation of politi- 
clans is, if anything, too experienced: there 
are elaborate and weil-established systems 
of patronage. If a party cannot raise ade- 
quate funds under these circumstances, it is 
a reflection on that party’s competence. 
And here we come to the heart of the 
matter, 

The Communists have been creeping up- 
ward in successive elections and polis for 
a wholly negative reason—the Italians’ 


mounting exasperation with the other par- 
ties. The Christian Democrats have heen 
dominant in every Italian government for 
more than 30 years; parties wear ont, like 
the men who lead them and the ideas that 
inform them. The Christian Democrats 
have presided over the transformation of 
their country into 2 modern industrial state. 
but now they do not seem to know how to 
cope with the consequences. The most 
recent cabinet fell last week. While the 
tall of a cabinet 'in a parliamentary system 
like Italy's is not necessarily very significant. 
the difficulty of patching together replace- 
ments has recently begun to rise sharply. 
There is a pervasive sense in Italy that 
profound changes are coming—changes in- 
volving, oné way or another, Communists in 
power—and each faction is trying to posi- 
tion itself to take advantage of this new 
fact. In recent months {t had been gener- 
ally assumed that little woud happen until 
the. middle of 1977. when the. present par- 


‘Mamentary term expires. But the iatest 


collapse may make elections necessary much 
sooner. It appears very: possible that the 
Communists will get a bigger vote than the 
Christian Democrats and, to follow the most 
common Une of speculation, that might 
result in @ coalition cabinet. Certainly the 
Communists would not take over the govern- 
ment entirely; they are not likely ta win 
an absolute majority and, in any case, they 
do not want to frighten the opposition. They 
have lately been saying very explicitly that 
they are committed to democracy and the 
traditional rules of the game. It 15 this 
sharing of power, with the Communists as 
the legitimate and accepted partner of 8 
conservative and Catholic party, that the 
Ford administration is trying to forestall. 
But the United States is going to have 
only a marginal influence over these events. 
Τὸ can quite properly point out to Italians 
that the arrival of Communists In the Cab- 
inet will probably make relations between 
our two countries less comfortable, and the 
military alliance less reliable. But the time 
is long since past when Europeans were 
primarily concerned with Atlantic relations 
and defense. In Italy the main public pre- 
occupations are social reforms, and the re- 
erganization of obsolete and. unresponsive 


* public services. 


Under these circumstances, the wisest 
course for the United States is to hold it~ 
self to the standard and conventional code 
of open diplomacy. That means making its 
interests and preferences clear to the world, 
but doing nothing that constitutes inter- 
ference in Italy’s internal polities. To go 
beyond this limit, as the affair of the $6 mil- 
lion suggests. can only push Italy toward 
the outcome that Mr. Kissinger wishes most 
strongly to avoid.

Fed Revises Size

bold much more in New York 
City and State obligations than 
they were believed to hold last 
November, when the city wes on 
the brink of declaring default. 

The Federal Reserve reported 
over the weekend that 954 banks 
in 33 states hold $6.491 billion in 
New York obligations. This is 
$2.313 billion—or over δῦ per cent 
—more than the holdings at- 
tributed ‘to 546 banks in 26 stetes 
by the November study, 

The new study shows that the 
954 banks in 33 states hold $2.017 
billion in city obligations, $1.476 
billion in state obligations and 
$2.997 billion in state agency 
obligations. 

These eity and state obligations 
make up more than 50 per cent 
of the capital ef 236 banks in 
29 states, and between 20 and 
50 per cent of the ‘capital of 718 
banks in 33 states. 

The new study showed that 162 
New York banks hold a total of 
$5.147 billion of these obligations, 
of which §1.513 billion are city, 
$2.5 billion are state agency, and 
$1,133 billion are state obligations,

Miller Is Tucson Golf Victor 
For Third Consecutive Year

TUCSON, Anz. Jan. 12) AP).— 
—Johmny Miller, changing the 
Beript but not the result, came 
from behind with a four-under- 
par 68 yesterday to win the 
$200,000 Tucson Open Golf Towr- 
nament for the third consecutive 
year. 

Miller's 274 total, 14 under par 
on the 7200-yard Tucson Na- 
tdonal Golf Club course, enabled 
him to become the first man to 
win a tournament three times in 
ἃ row since Jack Nicklaus took 

. bis third Disney Open in 1973. 
The record for consecutive vic- 
tories in an event is four by 
‘Walter Hagen in the PGA Na- 
tional Championship 2 half-cen- 
tury ago. 

Miller's three-stroke triumph 
came by 2 completely different 
route than his 1974 and 1975 
victories,

OSLO, Jan 12 (UPI)—The 
govermnent has suggested a 
state-fimded guaranteed minimum 
ineeme for “qualified" artists 
ard writers. 

In a white paper presented to 
parliament, the government sug- 
gested a minimum annual in- 
come of 39,000 kroner ($7,100),

The High Cost of Marrying a US. Visa.

PyssaancrTon CWP).—Elenz comes from.Central America. 


She bas no visa and now no passport. The Washington © 


regional Immigration and Naturalization Service took it away 


from her three years ago, the day they arrested her at e bus. 


stop here for having no visa. She has no bank account, no 
Social Security, no insurance, because she might be deported 
if she signed up. 

She ears $60 8 week, plus room and board, as a live-in 
domestic. 

If the government can find her, and prosecute her, she 
faces up to five years in jail and a $10,000 fine for conspiracy to 
defraud the United States by filing false documents. 

Elena 


married a U.S. citizen not for love, nor money, but 


for a permanent resident’s visa. 

Hers is one of 1,000 alleged marriage fraud cases being 
investigated by the INS. Her case is not quite typical. According 
to Eberhard Bollman, supervisory criminal investigator of the 
regional INS office, 75 per cent of marriage fraud cases involve 
U.S. women and alien men, mostly from Nigeria, Iran and South 
America. In the major portion of.cases, Mr, Bollman said, the 
alien pays the woman a fee of $500 to $1,000 for marrying him. 

Recently, a Philadelphia woman was indicted here by a 
grand jury for allegedly arranging at least efght Washington- 
area marriages. Investigators claimed she charged fees of $200 
to $450. Some of the brides, prosecutors said, were prostitutes 
who used the birth certificates of others to disguise their iden- 
tities, 

Epidemic 

“Such marriages have increased substantially in the past 
five years,” Mr. Bollman said. “But the epidemic didn't show up 
until about January of 1974.” It was then, he said, that the INS 
stepped up its investigations of marriage fraud. 

Elena is not the kind of shrewd person who has the money 
or the time or the brainpower to cut red tape. After six years 
in the United States, four of them without a visa, she speaks 
little English, relying instead on Latin American friends here. 

Each year, at every turn, her troubles with the INS worsen. 
She simply did not show up the second time the INS wanted to 
talk to her after her 1972 arrest. Why? “Because 1 was afraid, 
and didn’t have any money for anything,” she ssid in Spanish. 
“Because my family in Central America is waiting for me to 
support them. Because they might have deported me.” 

So. in the summer of 1974, she married her boyfriend's 


“roommate. Her boyfriend, Carlos, was also an illegal alien. But 


his roommate, Paul, was a U.S. citizen. Célena, Paul and Carlos 
are fictitious names.) 

Three months after Elena and Paul married, they applied 
for Elena's permanent resident's visa. Suspicious—perbeps be- 
cause of Elena's previous arrest, perhaps because she and Paul 
live apart—the INS interviewed them for evidence of marriage 
fraud. Elena was ordered deported last spring. 

Her U.S. lawyer, who declines to be identified with her case 
in print because ethical guidelines have not been set by the 
American Bar Association, keeps filing extensions until the INS 
rules gn whether or not ber marriage is bona fide.
